St. Paul, May 17—Farm ers of the 
nation are to launch a referendum on 
the agricultural problem fat ing con­ 
gress. 
Two million farm m embers of the 
American Farm Bureau federation are 
expected to answ er fifteen questions 
on current subjects. 
One of the chief objects of the ref­ 
erendum is to compile data on freight 
rates as effecting the farmer. 
An a t­ 
tem pt will he made to take from $50,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000 off freight rate 
tolls collected annually by the rail­ 
roads according to farm bureau fed­ 
erations. 
The questionnaires are ex­ 
pected to show that millions of tons 
of farm produce is piled up. farm ers 
tieing unwilling to ship under the 
high freight rates. 
It includes pro­ 
posals to make short selling of farm 
produce illegal, to continue the ex­ 
cess profits tax, enact sales tax and 
put big industries under regulation 
of the United States departm ent of 
agriculture. 
Other proposals are the construc­ 
tion of farm to m arket highways in 
preference to transcontinental pleas­ 
ure highways, the completion of the 
Great l<akes-St. Law rence waterway, 
enactm ent of “tru th in fabric" legis­ 
lation, classification by federal 
re. 
serve banks of all loans on the basis 
of priority of basic productions of all 
kinds and development of the rural 
credit system. 
The referendum will be conducted 
throughout the nation. 
In Minnesota 
there will he one thousand tow nships 
and counties caucused for debate on 
the question promulgated.
